"I Die Famous" 


To the last, Guay retained his 


yearning for public attention. In- 
formants said he boasted to his 


aTds, shortly before he was led 


to the gallows, "at least I die 
famous." 


Guay was convicted of having 


a bomb placed on a Quebec Air- 
ways plane, which exploded and 
crashed Sept. 9, 1949. killing the 
23 persons. 


Among those killed was Guay's 


wife, Rita, 28. Also aboard were

Washington, Jan. 12—(AP)— 


The army said today the Drew 
Pearson column of Dec. 30 con- 
tained 
'quoted 
excerpts 
from 


classified (secret) messages," and 
an investigation is being made. 


In a letter to Senator McCarthy 


(R-Wis), Secretary of the Army 
Pace also said the matter is being 
submitted to the judge advocate 
general of the army. The judge 
advocate general is the army's top 
legal officer. 


The army made the letter public. 


It was in response to a demand 
from McCarthy to know whether 
material in the Pearson column 
was in fact quoted from secret 
messages as Pearson said. Mc- 
C&rthy said in a senate speech 
last week that if Pearson had 
quoted secret messages he had 
given aid to foreign countries in 
efforts to break U. S. codes. 


Pearson replied in a statement 


at the tune that he had been told 
by "The Pentagon" that it was 
all right for him to use the mes- 
sages if he changed dates and 
altered a few words. 


Pace told the senator the whole 


matter is being "actively investi- 
gated." He said the army had 
not given Pearson any "secret 
messages" or any messages at all 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters. 


Pace said the army "did not 


give Mr. Pearson permission to

Not Only Rotary Club, But Kiwanis, Lions and Others 
Are Hit by Vatican Decree Against 'Knife and Workers' 


Vatican City, Jan. 12—(AP) 


—A Vatican Decree forbidding 
Catholic clergy to join Rotary 
International, it was explained 
today, applies equally to such 
similar organizations as Ki- 
wanis. the Lions and other civic 
groups. 


A member of the Congrega- 


tion of the Sacred Office, which 
drew up the decree, said the 
document r e i t e r a t e d the 
church's preference that Catho- 
lic laymen and women associ- 
ate themselves with Catholic 
church-sponsored 
or 
recom- 


mended organizations, such as 
the Knights of Columbus. 


Not Condemnation 


The nvember said the decree, 


published 
yesterday 
in 
the 


Vatican's "L'Osservatorc Ro- 
mano." is a general directive 
and neither a condemnation of 
Rotary nor an impediment to 
membership of Catholic laymen 
in the organization. 


The decree was approved by 


Pope Pius XII, who is prefect 
of the congregation, one of 11 
such bodies that govern church 
affairs. 


The decree, this source said, 


is explicit insofar as it regards 
clergymen. They cannot be 
members of Rotary—or other 
organizations having a "world- 
ly" character—nor attend the 
meetings. 


Any clergyman who is a 


member of Rotary, this source 
said, must resign 
from 
the 


club. The implication of the 
decree, the source added, is 
that similar action must be 
taken by clergymen who are 
members of Kiwanis, or like 
groups. 


Loral Interpretation 


The decree was described as 


a general rule open, insofar as 
Catholic laymrn are concerned, 
to local interpretation by bish- 
ops. 


Thus, should a Rotary club in 


some particular area be con- 
sidered to be influenced by 
Masonry, loral bishops might 
decide to ask or order Catholics 
not to associate themselves 
with it. This would apply to 
"non-confessional" 
organiza- 


tions other than Rotary. 


The Vatiran source said that 


the congregations decree men- 


tioned Rotary only because it 
was drawn in answer to query 
concerning that organization, 
but that its general rule was 
equally applicable to all similar 
organizations. 


Action 'Secret' 


The explicit queries to the 


congregation upon which its 
action is based are held secret. 


Rotary officials in this coun- 


try and some church heads 
were baffled by the 
papal 


order. 


A former president of Ro- 


tary International said he was 
"amazed" at the action of the 
Sacred Congregation of the 
Holy Office in Vatican City 
which is headed by Pope Pius. 
The decree also warned Catho- 
lic laymen to follow the Canon 
law in regard to membership 
in Rotary clubs. The reasons 
were not given. 


"We can't figure this one 


out," said a spokesman at 
headquarters of Rotary Inter- 
national. 


He added the organization, 


which has 344,000 members in 
7,200 clubs around the globe, 
had never had any "trouble 
with the church that I can re- 
member." 


Not Secret Organization 
In a statement issued over 


the signature of Rotary's presi- 
dent, Arthur Lagueux, of Que- 
bec, Canada, who is a Roman 
Catholic, it was emphasized 
that the organization is "not 
secret," nor does it "seek to 
supplant or interfere with any 
religious or political organiza- 
tion." 
\ 


"Qualifications for member- 


ship do not require information 
as to race, religion or politics," 
Lagueux's statement said. "By 
convention action, each Ro- 
tarian is expected to be faith- 
ful to his religion and loyal in 
his citizenship. In the short 
space of 46 years the Rotary 
ideals of friendship, fellowship 
and service to others have 
spread to the six continents."

Chicago, Jan. 12—(AP)—Some 


of the responsibilities of local com- 
munities in the event of an enemy 
military attack were defined yes- 
terday by Lenox R. Lohr, State 
Civil Defense director. 


In a 32-page set of recommen- 


j^tions, he told local defense units 
5hat preparations should be made 
now in order to assure the best 
possible performance in a emer- 
gency. 


The recommendations were sent 


to the 102 county boards and to 
the mayors and other heads of 
government in 400 cities and towns 
in the state. 


A Suggested Guide 


(, Plans for organization of the 
defense units had been sent by 
Lohr earlier to the same officials 
Yesterday's recommendations were 
intended to serve as a guide on 
how the 
units 
should conduct 


themselves and what information 
should be gathered for possible 
use. 


Highlights of the later recom- 


mendations included: 
^1—Local civil defense organiza- 
t%ns should 
maintain 
detailed 


check lists of chronological actions 
to be taken in emergencies. 


2—Localities should 
list how 


many evacuees from within or out- 
side the state they can feed, clothe 
and house. This will require sur- 
veys of eating 
places, clothing 


stocks and buildings available for 
shelter. 


3—A defense should be planned 


gainst possible sabotage. 
This 


requires an inventory of installa- 
tions and facilities vital to the 
government and a detailing of the 
safeguards necessary 
for 
their 


protection. 


4—Provision should be made for 


training auxiliary firemen and po- 
licemen.

He also recommended provisions 


for fine and imprisonment for per- 
sons who wilfully obstruct 
the 


proper functioning 
of civil de- 


fense. This would apply to those 
who fraudulently carry or display 
official civil defense corps insignia 
and other designation marks.

It's regarded as virtually certain now that our forces in 


Korea will fall back to the old Pusan perimeter we held last 
" summer. The big question mark then will be, of course, 


whether we can hang onto it this time. 


The American people can't help but be confused by the 


~ various public statements their leaders have made about 


Korea. In the field, Lt.-Gen. Ridgway ,told us not long ago 
that things were going fine (we were in full retreat). Secre- 


- tary of Defense Marshall said the situation was "developing 


almost exactly as we anticipated." 


Meantime, Senator Bridges, New Hampshire Republican, 


/declared we ought either to get out of Korea or extend the 
5 fighting. Senator Taft seconded the motion on getting out. 


What accounts for the confusion is that neither the law- 


makers nor we citizens know what our military strategy for 
Korea is today—except that we clearly don't intend to put 


- in enough strength to take back the whole peninsula from 


'the overwhelming numbers of Chinese Reds swarming in. 


But could we safely know at this stage? 
Maybe our generals still think we can check the Commu- 


nists in Korea and bleed them weak. Maybe they don't think 
that at all but have planned a retreat and evacuation from 
the start. Possibly we just stayed for the moral and psycho- 
logical effect, so it couldn't be said we had let down the Ko- 
reans and Asiatics generally. - 


Does anyone really believe we ought to announce publicly 


which of these avenues we have chosen, or what our real 
strategy is? Quite plainly we would only be serving the Com- 
munists by doing so. Why help THEM just to satisfy our 
j-own curiosity? 


In the middle of a war campaign, you simply don't go 


about discussing your plans in open debate. When withdraw- 
als are made, the American people understandably want to 
know why. But in a war patience is a great necessity. They 
shall have to exhibit it at this moment. In time, the unf old- 


* ing of U. S. strategy will make our course abundantly clear.

any war: Being unsure, he has to plan for a variety of

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Nervous Tension Causes 
Much High Blood Pressure 


Most people today are being 


lonstantly bombarded by worries 
and annoyances. Where will the 
money come from to 
pay 
the 


mortgage or taxes? Will we be 
hit by an atomic bomb? Has a 
oved son or daughter gotten into 
bad company? There is always 
something- keeping us stirred up. 


This added to the fact that more 


>eople are living longer has made 
iigh blood pressure a problem to 
more people than ever before. But 
a lot of people have only a vague 
dea about what the blood pressure 


and what keeps it where it 


ihould be or makes it go up or 
down. 


When water is run through a 


lose it presses on the inside of the 
hose. How hard it presses depends 
on how much water is going 
through it, the force of the stream 
at the entrance, the size of the 
lose, the size of the exit opening, 
he composition of the hose and 
other things. 


It is much the same with the 


)lood pressure. The heart is -the 
>ump which forces the blood into 
he hose or blood vessels. When 
he heart contracts it pumps the 
blood into the arteries and at this 
ime the pressure on the walls of 
the arteries goes up. 


When the heart relaxes for a 


moment 
the pressure in the 


arteries drops. The high pressure 


point Is called the systolic pres- 
sure, and 
the low point »the 


diastolic. These are 
the two 


figures which the doctor takes and 
expresses such as 120 over 80. 


But just like water running 


through the hose it isn't only the 
force with which blood enters the 
arteries that influences the blood 
pressure. If the arteries are nar- 
rowed—and this can be the result 
of hardening from deposits or from 
contractions caused by nervous- 
ness—the pressure will be higher 
than if they were nice and relaxed. 


NERVES RESPONSIBLE 


One of the most remarkable 


things about the blood pressure 
is how it is affected by the nerves. 
Excitement, worry, anger, and 
other emotions send the pressure 
skyrocketing.

Pegler Not Convinced the Change of Heart of the 


Herald-Tribune Is for Keeps 


New York—It has seemed to me of late that the Herald Tribune 


has had a scare for, unless I exaggerate some signs, this stately old 
American organ of the Church of England has been snubbing a type 
of friend who formerly sprawled all over her pages, 
and is getting right with God. 


Since, I should say, the beginning or the Ko- 


rean phase of the war between the United States 
of America and the U. S. S. R., the book reviews 
and news of the Herald Tribune have been singu- 
larly apathetic to' the friends of the Soviet Union 
and to friends of those friends. 
I take it that 


we shall still see some precious dabs by Colonel 
Vincent Sheean, who found it within the wide per- 
mission of his tolerance to blow kisses to Harms 
Eisler, the Communist agent, on Eisler's departure, 
at long last, from these fatuously cordial shores. 
Harms was a protege of La Boca Grande. 


The colonel, who leaped from civilian drab to the panoply of 


chicken like a milkweed feather on an autumn breeze, is one of those 
spirits, up from city-side routine on the tabloid Daily News, who 
shucked his sordid mortal husk and flapped around in astral realms 
above patriotism of the narrow sort. In a treasured phrase of the la1 
Don Marquis his golden soul drank song from out a crystal bo' 
It used to guzzle bathtub and like it 
He and John Gunther, to 


whom it is somehow given to understand the other side of the 
iron curtain better than the grubs who burrow in foxholes are 
given to comprehend, once did a sweet duet in the H-T's Sunday 
book section. 
It was four-handed chop-sticks with variations the 


total of which seemed to be that some Force—not God, that naive 
idol of the superstitutious—had blessed them with an understand- 
ing which passeth understanding. 
But they were not always thus. 


The Herald Tribune ran a high 


politico-aesthetic 
fever 
about 


Garson Kanin, the author of a 
petty comedy, "Born Yesterday," 
which in broad and brutal terms 
depicted the United States con- 
gress as a venal, cowardly body 
and the "new republic," as close 
to "the worker" as the house next 
door, as the highest type of Amer- 
ican journalism. Kanin had been 
a member of the 
organization 


called the joint anti-Nazi refuge 
committee, which was officially 
labeled "subversive" by the at- 
torney general and which, more- 
over, was shown to be the finan- 
cial backer of Drug Tito, the 
Stalin of Jugoslavia, Kanin had 
fought the cruel war in the O. 
S. S., the so-called cloak and dag- 
ger service, but a cruel fate which 
had endowed him with singular 
intellectual gifts had marked him 
for sedentary duties, though he 
might have pined for others. The 
Herald Tribune's crush on Kanin 
was the talk, not to say the scan- 
dal, of the town. People said they 
were in love. 


The Herald Tribune's foreign 


policy, indeed her whole editorial 
policy, was cordial to the point of 
open-house to those who under- 
stood the Communist treachery in 
terms which explained and ex- 
cused 
the 
enemy. The genius 


whose influence made this so was 
Joseph Barnes, an old friend and 
bunkie of the rich Communist 
propagandist, Frederick Vander- 
bilt Field. Barnes was a -friend 
so close to Field that the transfer 
by_due process of Field's wife to 
Barnes' bunk was but the proper 
thing to do. Barnes was planted 
on Wendell Willkie as his inter- 
preter on his pilgrimage to Mos- 
cow but became, moreover, his 
mentor and keeper. Willkie might 
have died a loyal, if unsuccess- 
ful fighter for the principles of 
the republic had death called for 
him two years sooner. As it was, 
he became a historic oaf to say 


the best of him, untrue to every; 
thing but the cynicism of 
traitorous regime, and rather be"* 
mused than convinced by that 
Of this wife of Mr. Barnes, the 
Barnes who was the guiding po- 
litical mind of the Herald Trib- 
une all that time, Joe Davies, an- 
other of the same sort whose ex- 
cuse has never been offered, wrote 
in "Mission to Moscow" that she 
was much more so than her hus- 
band. Barnes later threw in with 
Bartley Crum, of kindred politii 
sort, to carry on the evil worl 
of Marshall Field a little longer 
as publishers of the New York 
Star, a brief extension of PM, if 
you prefer, PU. He is now, be 
advised, with Simon and Schuster. 


There is a long, long record for 


the Herald Tribune to live down 
and I am not one of those who 
hasten to forget and to rejoice at 
a seeming of regeneration with- 
out 
the 
error. There are, I know, many 
who offer bargains in forgiveness, 
but am I to accept a mere, im- 
measurable change in slant-which 
may be but an effect produced by 
my own imagination? 
Shall I 


forget the Herald Tribune's wild 
indorsement of the sorry fraud 
of the John Roy Carlson book, 
"Under Cover," which was four 
times condemned in as many for— 
mal challenges as a dishones™ 
work by an author described by 
one federal judge as incredible 
under oath or under any other 
conditions ? 
I do understand that there is 


rejoicing in heaven when a sin- 
ner 
gets 
religion, but, 
hell, 


friends, this ain't heaven, and 
anyway,

Couldn't we have a little box,

J AGO BY ON CANASTA 


Always More Than Answer 


By OSWALD JACOBT 


One of the difficult features of 


writing on canasta is that in most 
situations you can't announce 
"This is the correct play." Even if 
you announce this,.you can't prove 
it by showing how it worked out. 


For instance, here is a typical 


situation, in which the player has 
three choices of action, and any 
one may prove the best. . 


Your opponents have taken the 


discard pile several times and have 
made one canasta and are close-to 
making several more. 


Tour side has melded two wild 


cards with four kings and also has 
three small melds on the table. 


The opponents hold six cards 


each; you and your partner three 
each. Your three cards are a pair 
and an odd card that matches an 
opponent's four-card meld. You 
draw a deuce. 


Your three choices are: 1—You 


may freeze the discard pile. 2— 
You may complete the canasta. 
3—You may discard the odd card 
and hold the deuce and the pair. 


In general I would favor the 


play of completing the canasta 
right away. In the first place there 
is a chance that your partner is 
sitting with a matched three of a 
kind and will be out automatical- 
ly at his turn. And if he is not al- 
ready out, he may draw out. If he 
fails to go out you will still have 
a chanee to draw out yourself. In 
any event you should be able to 
get the hand over with fairly 
quickly. 


However, if neither of you can 


draw out, and you keep picking 
their cards, this play will result in 
your losing a lot of points before 
the hand ends.* * • 


My second choice is simply to 


discard the odd card and wait in 
hope that my partner will be able 
to complete the canasta in which 
case I will go right out. The ad- 
vantage of this play is that I will 
still have all three options open 
to me at my next turn in the event 
that there is no change in the situ- 
ation. The principal weakness is 
that mayka my partner ia waiting 


for me to make the canasta in tha 
same manner and if neither of us 
gives in we may never go out, 
while if either of us will make the 
canasta the hand will be over. 


My last choice is to freeze the 


pack. The reason that I don't like 
this play is twofold. It will delay 
our going out and since the oppo 
nents are working toward several 
new canastas the chances are that 
they will make several even with- 
out the discard pile. 


However, there is an even 


stronger reason for not freezing 
the pile. We have three cards each; 
they have six each. It is not out- 
side the realm of probability for 
one of them to get the frozen dis- 
card pile after it has grown really 
valuable. In that case our loss on 
the hand will really be a big one.

A State Conservation depart- 


ment spokesman Friday revealed 
that an appeal for fresh hides 
was made by the National Tan- 
ners council. 


Tanners asked if the deer season 


would be feasible in the state so 
more hides could be obtained. 


The department spokesman said 


state game authorities believed 
the Illinois deer herd to be already 
depleted from natural causes this 
year. 


The State legislature would have 


to approve any open season on 
deer. 


Tanners said deerskin leather 


is the 
only 
kind 
that 
gives 


soldiers maximum protection. The 
skins are used for trigger finger 
and arctic mittens. 


Although the possibility of an 


open season appears slight, the 
departments is working to get 
some Illinois deer skins for the 
GI's. 


Last year an estimated 60 of 


Illinois' approximately 3,000 head 
of deer were killed by motorists. 


State enforcement officers re-
